Among all the fallacious arguments 
advanced by bitter opponents of the 
Miracle Mile, none is meaner nor closer to 
sheer mendacity than that which attempts 
to frighten the ratepayer by making him 
believe that the First New Amsterdam 
Corporation agreement will increase his 
taxes. 

The contention that the Miracle Mile 
will cost the taxpayer anything is not only 
utterly false and deliberately deceptive, 
but directly opposed to ali the facts. 

The Miracle Mile will not only cost the 
taxpayer nothing but will actually put 
money in his pocket. 

Town Planner Noel Dant and the city 
zommissioners have established on proved 
evidenc? that the area concerned and the 
surrounding areas are falling into a state 
of obsolescence in which their capacity 
for yielding revenue to the city will stead- 
ily decline. 

It costs a certain amount of money to 
finance the operations of the city of Ed- 
monton. If the downtown area does not 
pay its share, the home owner must make 
up the difference. 

Thus, the Miracle Mile, by revitalizing 
the downtown area, maintaining its prop- 
erty values and keeping up its assessment 
rate, is the best possible guarantee that 
the home owner will not have to pay for 
this area’s revenue deficiencies. 

Moreover, the city commissioners have 
shown in actual incontrovertible figures 
that the First New Amsterdam Corpora- 
tion agreement will yield to the city $12,- 
031,575.00 more than the Miracle Mile 
would yield under normal taxation. In 
addition, the city will acquire an asset, at 
the end of 69 years, valued far in excess 
of £14,000,000.00. 

The Journal newspaper says this; 

“Make no mistake, what the Detwiler 
project does not pay in municipal taxes, 
the ordinary taxpayers will have to add 
to their own tax bills.” 

This statement is demonstrably either 
a piece of unexampled stupidity or a de- 
liberate untruth. 

Ratepayers can best judge which it is 
by studying some of the other reckless and 


unsupported assertions of that newspaper. 

For example, the Journal claims that 
the aldermen divided five to five on the 
vote on the agreement. 

They did no such thing. 

Voting for the agreement were Mayor 
Parsons, Aldermen Bisset, William Hawre- 
lak, Dr. Rupert Clare, Sidney Bowcott, 
Harold Tanner. 

Voting against the agreement were 
Aldermen Mitchell, Hanna, Ford and 
Clarke. 

The vote was a decisively majority vote 
of six to four. 

Another strange circumstance which 
appears to fall into the category of decep- 
tion is the mysterious activity “Edmon- 
ton Taxpayers’ Protective Association” 
which has suddenly appeared to fight the 
New Amsterdam agreement. 

The name would seem to indicate that 
the association is a responsible and sub- 
stantial group of Edmonton taxpayers. 

Who are they? 

Nobody knows. 

Their advertising is placed by an 
advertising agency. 

They could very easily be no more than 
three or four interested persons who are 
playing Edmonton on a bear market. And 
they probably are. 

Further frantic attempts to mislead 
the taxpayers are seen in such Journal 
misstatements as this; 

“Once the home owners of Edmonton 
make it clear they will have nothing to do 
with tax subsidies, concessions and special 
favors, we shall have no lack of men and 
firms eager to link their fortunes with the 
fastest growing city in a wealthy province 
and pay taxes, like all the rest of us, while 
they do it.” 

What a disgraceful appeal to pre- 
judice! 

And where were all these eager men 
and firms during all the months the 
Miracle Mile has been under discussion? 
Has there been any other offer to build 
such a magnificent series of structures 
for Edmonton at any price? 

Not one. Not a single one.

But the effects are also inter- 


continental—they leap across all 
oceans, 

At the recent political party 
conference in Britain, Laborites 
and Conservatives vied with each 
other to see who could offer the 
people the most in the way of 
better housing. 

The Conservatives over-rode 
their own leaders and demanded 
a flat increase of 50 per cent. 
They specifically named their 
goal as 300,000 new housing units 
per year instead of present 
200,000. 

Poor blokes, obviously they do 
not read the small print on the 
financial pages. Otherwise they 
would have known that the ECA 
officials (that is, the Marshall 
Plan men) had already told Bri- 
tain on the q.t. that she would 
have to cut below the 200,000 per 
year mark of the recent past.

NEUTRALITY AGAIN? 
Swiss Planning Defence 


And Taking No Chances 


Switzerland is quietly proceed- 
{ng with defence preparations 
even as its bigger neighbors are 
doing. Nothing sensational is be- 
ing done, but the Swiss want to 
be sure of defences if any in- 
vader chooses to attack them 
rather than go north through 
Germany or south through Italy. 

Detence preparations involve 
three phases: rearmament, stock- 
yiling materials and combing out 
Communists and fellow travel- 
lers. 

‘The Swiss hope any war will 
find them neutral and their ter- 
ritory unviolated as during World 
Wars I and IJ, but they are tak- 
ing no chances. 

Rearmament of the country has’ 
already resulted in doubling the 
defence budget. The country is 
planning to manufacture new 
tanks, probably patterned after a 
new British model, and more 
powerful bazookas as a result of 
American experiences in Korea. 


Better Defence 
In the Air 


Anti-aircraft defences are to 
be strengthened by purchasing 
British fighters and manufactur- 
{ng more and newer anti-aircraft 
guns, Some think their 83-milli- 
meter bazookas will be as good 
if not better than the 3.5-inch 
bazookas (about the same size) 
the Americans are using in Korea,
